MILK COWS 
NEED CONSTANT 


WATER SUPPLY 


By Maurice J. Hogan 
Farm Advisor 

VISALIA, Feb. 21 — If milk 
cows can ot readily get plenty of 
water, their production will be 
appreciably decreased. With the 
pasture season approaching, dairy- 
men should have water easily 
available to cows, and drinking 
tanks should be located where ani- 
mals do not have to travel great 
distances to get their ‘fill of wa- 
ter. 

Of all the farm animals, dairy 
cows in milk production, require 
the’ greatest amount of water in 
proportion to their size. The 
amount of water a cow will drink 
depends upon her size, her produc- 
tion, the temperature, and the 
amount of water in the feed. 

Average water consumption for 
dairy cows is from 12% to 15 gal- 
lons per day. However, cows pro- 
ducing 100 pounds of milk per 
day may drink as much as 300 
pounds of water. If hay, silage 
and concentrates are being fed, 
milk cows will drink from 2.3 to 
4.4 pounds of water per pound of 
milk produced. 

In hot weather cows may drink 
80 per cent more water than in 
moderate weather. The drinking 
tank should be kept clean and it 
should be easily available to the 
cattle at all times.

Ocean salmon fishermen had a 
field day for the weekend opening 
of the salmon season south of To- 
males Point in Marin county, es- 
pecially the anglers fishing out of 
Avila and vicinity. The Santa 
Cruz-Monterey area was good but 
from all reports not up to the 
production farther south. 


This coming Sunday will pro- 
vide ‘minus tides in the early af- 
ternoon with plenty of shellfish 
available. 

Stanislaus county sources report 
catfishing along the San Joaquin 
and lower Tuolumne rivers has 
picked up considerably the past 
few days. 


Water in Bass Lake is low and 
fishing poor but we call attention 
to the fact that trout are present 
in this lake and they may be taken 
at any time, even night fishing is 
legal. 

Water has almost reached the 
flood stage directly below Men- 
dota dam and fishing has been 
poor. 

Tulare county reports fishing 
fair in farm ponds of the Spring- 
ville area for bass from nine to 10 
inches. Anglers have been work- 
ing Woodlake and the lower Ka- 
weah river with fair success, es- 


pecially in the lake. 

In Kern county,

The Ducor Woman's Club owns the building in which the Library 
is housed . . . it is evident to all who know, that this building needs

Organization of the Poplar 
Grange was completed at a meet- 
ing held January 24, 1912, when 
Charles E. Collins, of Dinuba, ex- 
plained the Grange program. The 
Grange was chartered February 1, 
1912, when E. T, Pettit was mas- 
ter of the California State Grange; 
Nellie W. Hunt also signed the 
charter as secretary of the State 
Grange. 

In January of 1915, when G. O, 
Taggard was master of the Poplar 
Grange, the Grange hall was dedi- 
cated by Joseph Holmes, state mas- 
ter. 

First Grange meetings were 
held over the store at the south- 
east corner of Poplar, the only hall 
in the community at that time. 
The Grange shared the hall with 
the Royal Neighbors and Wood- 
men of the World. 

In the fall of 1914, the Union 
church building, located two miles 
east of Poplar, was offered to the 
Poplar Grange for use as a hall. 

Mrs. Della Howell offered a plot 
of ground at Poplar for the hall 
and F, T. Martin donated the use 
of a team to move the church 
building. Poplar Grange met in 
this hall for the first time on Jan- 
uary 12, 1915. In the eZ of 
1952, work was started on re- 
modelling the Grange hall, and on 
September 23, 1952, the first 
meeting was held in the “new” 
Grange hall. 

Through the years, the Grange 
has been active in many Poplar | 
community affairs. In 1914, the 
question of an eight-hour day was 
being discussed nationally, and 
the Poplar Grange went on record 
opposing it. 

In 1916, the Grange petitioned 
the county board of supervisors 
for improved county roads, and fa- 
vored a plan to provide a: farm ad- 
visor in Tulare county. 

In 1917, the Grange interested | 
itself in ‘‘control of food prices’’, 
bought War bonds, and discussed 
a community fair, an event. that) 
was successfully staged the fol- 
lowing year. 


ground south of Poplar. 

Question of establishing a farm 
labor camp near Poplar for mi- 
grants was a center of interest in 
1939, with the Grange first oppos- 
ing, then accepting the camp. 

In the years of the second World 
War, the Grange was active in 
bond drives and also assisted with 
a USO program in Porterville. It 
was in these years that a real ef- 
fort was started to raise funds for 
a new hall. 

Several speakers appeared at 
Grange meetings in 1947 to ex- 
plain various aspects of the Cen- 
tral Valley project, that was then 
| becoming a reality. , 

Late in 1951, a building com- 
mittee was named, and tentative 
plans made to move and remodel 
the present Grange hall. 

Many other items are: recorded 
‘in a history of the Poplar Grange 
that was completed in 1951 by 
|Lottie Taggard and that has been 
kept up to date down to the pres- 
ent.
